PRINCIPLEM  OK  ANNESSMBNTN. 


If  our  ariicle  of  last  week  on  Aascua 
in  ids  ii 1 1 f nCtc'il  considerable  attention  and 
dicta  lunch  comment,  it  is  lieeaiiae  of  the 
ini  linen  toils  importance  of  the  subject  and 
of  the  wide  spread  feeling  of  diasatiatnc- 
tion  with  the  present  uncertain  and  arbi 
tr  ry  niHnnerof  valuing  property. 

It  is  not  the  faet  ot  taxation  nor  the 
•mount,  even,  which  occasions  discontent. 
Very  few  arc  bo  stupid  ns  to  expect  or  so 
illiberal  as  to  wish  to  avoid  their  proper 
contribution  to  t lie  necessary  revenues  of 
the  government  and  to  important  and  la  v- 
ful  public  improvements. 

Thu  real  ground  of  opposition  can  be 
traced  to  tho  conviction  that  the  levy  is 
not  based  upon  true  principles  of  fairness 
nml  equity.  Americans  will  not  long 
brook  or  tolerate  injustice  ;  but  they  will 
cheerfully  submit  to  any  amount  of  tax 
.for  n  righteous  cause,  if  it  be  levied  on 
principle  an<l  equity.  Intelligent  persons 
will  think  and  reason,  and  they  eannof  fail 
to  perceive  the  gross  injustice  of  a  system 
Which  allows  one  man  with  a  two  acre  lot 
and  dwelling  (which  he  perhaps  over 
values  nt  $20,000)  to  lie  taxed  huff  as  much 
ai  Ids  next  neighbor  w  \\o»v  Jifteen  or  ticca 
ty  similar  lots  would  be  considered  cheap 
al  $H0  000.  Anil  such  inconsistencies  arc 
neither  fast  nor  to re. 

But  this  dissatisfaction  is  not  confined  to 
one  town,  it  exists  in,  probably  every  town 
iu  the  Slate,  outside  of  the  cities.  Neither 
is  it  chargeable  to  the  corruptibility  or 
piirti  1 1 i • ,_v  of  assessors:  They  are  generally 
selected  lor  their  intelligence  and  proliity, 
and  they  may  l>e  presumed  to  lit- reasonably 
cffli  lent  and  faithful.  We  feel  that  we  are 
acting  for  thousands  of  our  fellow  citizens 
in  Eow*  county  in  this  cudcaror  to  expose 
the  evils  of  our  assessment  system,  if  that 
nny  Ih*  called  a  system  which  is  without 
regularity,  c  msistcncy’and  definiteness. 

We  want  a  system  that  is  based  on 
known  anil  admitted  principles  of  taxa 
turn,  and  which  is  clastic  enough  to  lie 
adjusted  to  every  variety  of  e»*c,  without 
being  warped  unfaiily  by  fallacious  reason 
ing  or  plausible  statements  We  want  a 
system  wliieli  does  not  leave  the  entire  Val¬ 
uation  of  our  properties  in  every  separate 
Instance  to  the  arbitrary  opinion  of  the 
single  assessor  whose  judgment  must  fre¬ 
quently  l»i  given  wiili  insufficient  consider- 
a:iou  and  always  without  any  well  defined 
•  iile  to  govern  it. 

Our  firmer  article  we  thiok  outlined 
sii'  li  n  system.  (I).  It  propsed  a  regular 
basis  of  assessment  dividing  the  real  es¬ 
tate  of  the  town  into  two  classes —Farm¬ 
lands  and  Village  Lota.  (2).  Each  of  theae 
classes  lo  lie  subdivided  into  throe  gradte. 
iic  ording  to  ttie  eligibility  and  desirable¬ 
ness  ot  location.  (3)  The  Farm  lands  to 
b  -  valued  by  Hie  aero.  each  gnule  to  have  a 
fired  price.  (4.)  Tho  Village  Lots  on 
the  built  up  streets  and  in  the  compact'part 
of  the  town  to  txs  valued  by  tile  running 
foot  of  frontage  on  the  street,  allowing  a 
Uniform  depth  of  any  not  over  200  feet  a* 
TTi"  if  inJard  «T  ‘depth .  (5).  It  propoaed 

that  the  grades  referred  to  be  fixed  by  the 
combined  wisdom  of  the  Town  Committee 
or,  it  thought  fa  st,  by  a  commission  of  in 
dependent  citizens  appointed  by  the  Town 
Committee.  (•  )  That  the  varying  depths 
of  the  different  lots  lie  provided  for  by 
adding  to  the  price  of  the  frontage  foot  a 
c-rtain  equitable  aum  tor  each  additional 
100  feet  of  depth -of  rear  /a nil,  (7).  That 

tile  village  dwellings  tie  *rp ifately  clasai- 
fie  l  bi  six  gradea  according  to  the  ay^udg 
od  oust  of  the  some.  -  — - 

Now  to  make  this  proposed  system  clear 
1 1  the  most  casual  reader  let  ns  Illustrate 
the  nt  inner  of  its  operation. 

The  Town  Committee,  we  will  suppose, 
takes  the  initiative  by  (1st)  Assigning  the 
bounds  of  the  two  district*  which  may  be 
known  as 

Tun  Konst.  DisTttrrT,  comprising  all 
the  Farm  lands;  and  The  Village  District ; 
iacluding  tbs  streets  and  intervening 
blocks  of  Iota  ami  plots  and  houses. 

(2nd  )  Designating  the  limits  and  char¬ 
acter  of  the  three  grades  in  each  data  In 
the  Wund  District  it  may  not  always  he 
vast  to  distinguish  the  three  grades.  The

.character  Oi  the  building*  uud  improve 
mi  nts.  According  to  these  peculiarities 
each  farm  would  lie  grsded  as 
Minimum  or  lowest  value,

In  the  village  pio|ier,  the  Committee 
would  determine  which  locations  should 
belong  lo  which  grade  — *—— 

The  minimum  or  lowest  value.

The  maximum  or  highest. 

We  suggested  lu  our  fast  week’s  article 
on  this  subject  that  the  houvet  and  itn- 
pruveiuenta  should  lie  classified  in  perhaps 
•  ix  grttdt s.  s»  under  $2,300,  $2,300,  $3,000, 
$*,01)0  $12,000  $20,000.  Our  Correspond 
eni,  *  M  It  K,"  in  this  issue,  thinks  a 
closer  classification,  or  |>crhapa  none  at  all, 
would  be  desirable.  IVY  do  not  agree 
•with  him.  Utnerally  in  public  concerns 
of  ibis  kind,  we  would  not  discriminate  to 
a  nutty  in  regard  to  the  qualities  of  lands 
or  the  values  of  improvements.  The  ob 
jex-t  should  lie  to  get  the  relative  valuations 
equ Unity  enttnhuled.  There  is,  We  admit, 
room  lor  argument  on  this  point,  and  it  is 
likely,  os  *•  M.  It.  E."  remarks,  that  a  com 
l*eteul  assessor  would  readily  estimate  the 
'run  value  of  the  house  improvements. 
We  are  not  disposed  to  contend  for  this 
point ;  but  it  must  have  been  observed 
that  our  aim  it  to  reduce  the  bntinese  to  a 
eyetem,  in  order  to  relieve  the  Assess ir,  at 
far  as  possible,  from  responsibilitv,  and 
the  people  from  causes  of  complaint  aud 
dissatisfaction.  But  w list  is  left  without 
definite  limitations,  to  be  guessed  at  and 
decided  by  a  single  individual,  endangers 
the  system.  Besides  we  confess  to  the 
opinion,  and  we  are  ready  to  give  reasons 
for  our  judgment,  that  all  buddings  run 
ning  between  $5,  and  $8,000  should  be 
assessed  alike.  So  also  those  fatJMcn  8 
and  $12,000,  and  so  on. 

One  thing  more  would  devolve  upon  the 
Town  Committee,  It  belongs  to  them,  as 
wa  suppose,  to  determine  the  per  rentage 
of  taxation  on  the  valuations  returned  by 
the  Assessor.  We  are  aware  of  the  trouble 
attending  this,  and  we  think  it  will  be 
diminished  by  the  systematised  plan  herein 
presented. 

The  Assessor  will  find  his  work  much 
alleviated.  After  his  Lid  is  made  out  he 
lias  against  the  farmer’s  name  the  number 
of  acres  he  owns.  He  knows  what  grade 
his  land  is  in,  and  of  course  determines 
the  aum  of  its  valuation  at  once. 

Against  the  name  of  the  owner  of  vil¬ 
lage  property  be  has  the  number  of  feet  ot 
Ida  frontage  on  the  street  ;  in  another  col¬ 
umn,  tiie  depth  of  his  lot ;  in  another  he 
places  his  estimated  value  or  his  house  , 
and,  knowing  the  grade  to  which  his  fat 
lielong*  and  file  assessing  price  of  that 
grade,  be  can  immediately  determine  the 
aasessihle  sum  for  that  property. 

It  must  be  obvious  to  every  thoughtful 
reader  that  this  arrangement  simplifies 
the  business  of  town  taxation  ;  and  places 
^bt  tax  fast  os  the  only  rational.  Una  and 
equitable  basis. that  of  equal  relative  valu¬ 
ation  of  all  eimilar  propertiee.  It  deAnee 
the  Assessor’s  duties  and  limilt  hit  respon¬ 
sibility  within  a  comparatively  narrow 
phere  and  at  the  same  time  relieve!  him 
oru  the  unpleasant  responsibility  which 
has  made  the  position  to  trying  end  oner¬ 
ous

SCHOOL  MATTER*  II  CALDWELL 

The  new  school  building  which  is  now 
n  process  of  construction  in  Caldwell,  ie 
h-sigueil  to  accommodate  nearly  five  hun¬ 
dred  pupils.  It  will  fa  an  elegant  and 
substantial  structure,  finely  adapted  to  the 
work  of  instruction.  If  properly  furnish¬ 
ed,  and  a  corps  of  earnest  ami  able  teach 
era  fa  secured,  Caldwell  will  take  an  hon- 
nrab'e  position  in  school  matters  The 
schools  of  tin  throe  consolidated  districts 
arc  lor  years  l»ecn  of  a  very  indifferent 
characler.  Th<-y  have  iieen  the  source, 
too,  of  Tery  general  dissatisfaction.  But  a 
good  school  liss  its  price  always,  which,  if 
people  are  not  willing  to  pay,  they  must 
expect  to  forego. 

In  the  beginnings  of  an  educational  on. 
trrprise,  school  officer*  often  make  a  fatal 
mistake  in  the  practice  of  a  false  economy. 
To  avoid  an  assessment  of  a  few  hundred 
dollar*,  they  attempt  to  organise  their 
school  by  the  employment  of  teachers  who 
will  work  cheaply,  and  famiah  Indifferent 
materials  as  aids  to  illustrative  teaching 
Wherever  this  has  been  tried,  the  retail 
has  been  disastrous.  It  would  fa  well  for 
school  officers  to  act  upon  the  assumption 
that  their  tbnaklrss  office  cannot  be  ren¬ 
dered  iv ore  agreeable,  by  ofadience  to  the 
whim*  of  a  tew  inconsiderate  patties  who 
are  given  to  chronic  declamation  gainst 
taxes  tor  the  support  of  schools.  To  begin 
right,  iueolvea  a  fattle  with  stubborn  pre¬ 
judice*.  If  the  battle  be  won,  the  preju¬ 
dices  soon  dissipate.  A  properly  organ t* 
cd  and  successful  school  is  a  blessing  — s 
pro  requisite  to  every  well  ordered  comma 
nity.  If  the  Caldwell  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  and  the  many  friends  ot  the  cause  ol 
tree  learning  in  that  Borough,  will  aland 
up  nobly  to  thetr  work  thfa  Spring,  and 
secure  the  means  by  which  to  organise 
their  new  enbTpriie  upon  safe  and  sound 
principles,  they  may  confidently  count  opoe 
more  thanks  than  arise  during  the  coming 
year.  A  good  and  satisfactory  school  will 
lie  the  only  argument  required  at  future 
school  meetings  to  call  out  a  favorable 
vte  This  is  the  universal  experience.
